~ Opinions vary at public forum 
on Boyne City marina update plan 


A $4 million-plus city marina reno- 
vation and expansion project pre- 
sented at an informational meeting in 
Boyne City last week met with mixed 
reaction, with most of the 60 or so 
community members present voicing 
support for the project but calling for 
revisions in specific areas, 

The marina plan, presented by 
Ralph Berner, senior project manager 
of the Abonmarche Group, is the re- 
sult of more than a year of research 
conducted at the behest of the City of 
Boyne City. As presented, the plan 
includes rebuilt marina slips, perma- 
nent breakwater protection, between 
14-30 additional transient slips, 20 
new ‘‘shopper’s”’ docks; and the ad- 
dition of public sidewalk along the 
shore and around the marina. 

Improvements to the existing boat 
launch have also been proposed, in- 
cluding doubling the capacity for the 
existing boat launch and 28 additional 
car-trailer parking spaces, at a price 
tag of an additional $824,000. 

Though few argued with the fact 
that the existing docks required up- 
dates, including a switch from float- 
ing piers to fixed permanent slips and 
an upgraded electrical system, some 
were unhappy with the proposed 


breakwater protection, expressing a 
belief that the breakwater as proposed 
would be inadequate to protect boats 
from the harsh wave and ice condi- 
tions found at this particular point in 
the lake. 

“T think your design needs to be 
improved upon,” said Sunburst Ma- 
rina owner Skip Forcier, who noted 
that he believed the breakwater would 
be an issue when the project went 
through the permitting process with 
the Michigan Department of Environ- 
mental Quality and the Army Corps 
of Engineers. 

Those in attendance also voiced 
concern over the location of several 
shopper’s docks, on the south shore 
at Sunset Park, which some argued 
would hamper fishermen and obstruct 
lakeviews for the public. 

Both issues, said Berner, would be 
given a second look as the plan is fine- 
tuned. Ultimately, he said, the final 
plan “‘is up to the city, the citizens.” 
Neither the breakwater design or the 
location of the additional shopper’s 
docks will “make or break this plan.” 

While increased boat traffic was 
also cited as a concern, especially if

City backs down on 


special assessment 


After a proposed special assess- 
ment district in Boyne City caused an 
uproar among citizens, the City of 
Boyne City has reviewed its position 
and elected to abandon the project to 
make improvements in the Miller 
Street area. 


Last month, a number of property , 


owners in the proposed districts were 
distressed to find that the City was 
considering special assessments that 


- would range from $5,939 to 


$57,809.64, in order to defray costs 
of a proposed $900,000 project to 
improve infrastructure on Court, 
Lynn, Newton, Larch and Miller 


streets. Under the special assessment 
plan, adjacent property owners would 


help foot the bill; in this case, how- 


ever, many of the residents in ques- 


tion*had already paid individually to 
have water and sewer services. 


After many of the property owners | 


voiced opposition to the project, the 
City agreed to rethink the issue; at last 
week's regular city commission meet- 
ing, and in a letter to the property 
owners earlier in the week, city man- 
ager Michael Cain announced the 
decision to abandon the project. Ac- 
cording to Cain, staff investigated the 
possibility of scaling down the project 
to include only Newton and Miller 
streets, but still came up with assess- 
ments in the $6,000 to $8,000 range. 
“While this would have been in my 
view a very reasonable cost to make 


those lots developable by providing . 


the basics of roads, storm sewers, and 
sanitary sewers with the option of 
water as well, I did not feel there was 


the support necessary to recommend 


to the City Commission that these 


improvements move forward,” Cain 


"see ASSESSMENT on pg.

In a world dominated by 10-second sound bites and 
drive-through dining, what is it that keeps a 40-year- 
plus friendship intact? Commitment, for one, combined 
with a big helping of humor. 

Fortunately for Ed and Sharon Lebuda of Boyne City 
and their nearly lifelong circle of friends, they’re one 
group that’s got plenty of both. 

It's a story that started a good 45 years ago, at the 
Herzo Army Base near Nuremburg, Germany, where 
several young couples and one single guy found them- 
selves carving out a homelife amidst the day to day re- 
ality of an American military base in post-war Germany. 

The men were all military personnel, part of the Army 
Security Agency; the base was an old German 
“Luftwaffe,” situated in Herzogenaurach, or “Herzo on 
the deep stream.” The town would later become the 
birthplace of the Adidas shoe empire. At that time, how- 
ever, to these young military families, it was simply 
home. 

That fact was one of the things that forged the bond 
they still share today. “The men worked,” said Nancy 
Prosser, who, with husband Farrell, spent about two

In their teens and early 20s when they met, the friends 
created sort of a family unit of their own, depending on 
each other for support in a variety of ways. “We got 
paid once a month,” said Prosser. “When we were run- 
ning out of food, we'd get together.” Pooling leftovers

The group was never a formal one, assembled piece- 
meal as one couple met another, bringing the circle to- 
gether gradually. Difficult living conditions were a com- 
mon thread for the young people, who commiserated 
over the trials of living with wood-burning stoves for 
heat, shared bathrooms, and landlords who charged ex- 
tra if you wanted to take more than one hot bath a week. 
Add having babies and raising children into the mix, and you’ve 
got a setting for some serious bonding. 

For the women, having babies meant that “all you've got is Dr. 
Spock['s childcare book],” said Sherman. “There’s no calling 
your mother.” They depended on each other, creating a deep friend- 
ship that none of them were willing to see end just because the 
various group members were leaving Germany, one by one, as 
the military saw fit. ~ 

“[The Shermans] were leaving to go home, and we were in the 
basement of the Nuremberg hotel enjoying a bottle of wine,” said 
Jon Marks, the only single member of the group, “and someone 
brought up (holding reunions]. The idea was that if we're going 


_ to perpetuate this friendship, we’d have to get together when we 


got home.” 

That’s where the commitment comes in. The group then em- 
barked on a reunion schedule of every three years, with Round 
Robin and less formal letters and communications taking place in 
between. Each member of the group would take turns hosting, 
meaning that they would plan the reunion, though not necessarily 
hold it at their home or even in their hometown. True to their 
word, the group has indeed held those reunions, one every three

years since 1961, with trips ranging from visiting their individual 
homes to traveling to more exotic locales. Their get-togethers 
have taken them from the Pickwick Dam on the Tennessee River, 
to a family farm in Winterset, lowa, to a dude ranch in Arizona, 
to a cruise in the Gulf of Mexico.

Input needed to 
create ‘vision’ 


Apathy. It's an ugly word. Unfortunately, it seems 
to be all too prevelant in our local communities these 
days. 


Case in point — two separate sessions for public. 


input held in the last two weeks, one by the Main 
Street Program in Boyne City and the other by the 
marketing study committee in East Jordan. 

Both sessions, though held under different aus- 
pices, were intended as opportunities for local resi- 
dents and businesspeople to put in their two cents 
on topics regarding the direction their respective 
communities would take in the near and long-term 
future. 

Each session, though publicized in advance, gar- 
nered turnouts of only about 20 community mem- 
bers each. 

Twenty people, no matter how passionate or dedi- 
cated they are, do not a community make. 

So, the question remains, what has to be done to 
get people involved? 

Both the sessions mentioned above required no 
homework on the part of participants, no promises 
of future commitment, simply a couple hours of their 
time to give their input on the future of their own 
communities. 

For some reason, it appears that even that may 
be too much to ask. 

It's easy, on the one hand, to see why some hesi- 
tate to attend such sessions — talk, after all, is just 
that. Too often, we spend hours and hours talking a 
topic to death, without moving into a phase of ac- 
tion. The frustration with that often-stalled process 
is understandable. . 

On the other hand, how are communities supposed 
to move in any direction without someone providing 
the map? True, we have community leaders, both 
elected and hired, to steer the wheel, but how will 
they know which way the community wishes them 
to go? Getting together as a community and mak- 
ing Some real decisions about what will happen next 
is a vital part in the process of planning for the fu- 
ture. , 

We often hear complaints, in both communities, 
about a lack of cohesive vision, real or perceived. 
Whatever that elusive “vision” may be, let's not ex- 
pect it to create itself.

the private marinas proposed on either side of the city 
riparian area come to fruition, Berner noted that the pro- 
posal for the city marina is “a modest expansion of what 
[the City] already has. We're not even proposing enough 
to fulfill the projected demand [for slips].” 

According to the Abonmarche Study, if the marina were 
to be expanded as presented, the estimated additional rev- 
enue for the business community would sit at around 
$600,000 per year. The marina is expected to be self- 
supporting, with revenues sufficient to support the year- 
to-year maintenance needs of the project. “We recom- 
mend that anything associated with this marina should be 
financed by the revenue [generated by] the marina,” 
Berner said. 

The plan was discussed as an agenda item at the city 
commission meeting held later the same day, where com- 
missioners voiced conditional support, referring the plan 
back to staff for review in conjunction with Abonmarche, 
with the intent of reporting back to the commission at a 
future meeting.

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CRASH TEST 


a Mock bus/train crash in Boyne Falls 
gave area emergency personnel a course 
in how to handle a major disaster 


Area emergency crews descended in full force on Boyne Falls last week, not for 
any real-life situation but instead to take part in a full-scale mock emergency scene. 

The event brought together a host of area law enforcement and emergency person- 
nel for a training session centered on a high-drama tragedy, a school bus/train crash. 

The scenario experienced by those participating included a school bus toppled 
‘onto its side after a collision with a train; fuel leaking from the school bus’ gas tank; 
and an “injured” bus driver, train crew member, and students. Students from Boyne 
Falls Public School were recruited to act as injured passengers, through the coordi- 
nation of the Boyne Valley Fire Department. 

Both involved personnel and onlookers got an education in just what would hap- 
pen were such an incident to take place in northern Michigan. “The 250 observers 
left the drill feeling more comfortable and safe knowing their fire department, emer- 
gency medical services and law enforcement who serve their community are well 
trained and equipped to respond to their needs with professional service,” said 
; Charlevoix County Sheriff George T. Lasater, who helped to coordinate the event.
